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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions 
which are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this 

action, to elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 8-13, drawn to a method of manufacturing a single silicon crystal 
by Czochralski method which can be classified under class 117 subclass 13. 

Group II, claim(s) 14-15, drawn to a single silicon crystal product by process that 
has a <1 10> crystal orientation and a constant diameter portion with a diameter of 
200 mm or more which can be classified under class 117 subclass 931. 

Group III, claim(s) 16, drawn to a silicon wafer with a main diameter of 200 mm 
or more as well a plane orientation of a main surface of the wafer is (1 10) which 
can be classified under class 117 subclass 101. 

The inventions listed as Groups I, II, III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Group I refers to a method of manufacturing the silicon single crystal however 
lacks from Group II corresponding specifics of the product having a 200mm 
diameter and a weight of 100kg or more for the silicon single crystal. An example 
of a method analogous to Group I is US Patent No. 4,556,448. 

Group II furthermore refers to a product by process that which the product could 
be made via Floating Zone or Bridgman-Stockmann method and not limited to 
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Czochralski method as limited in Group I. An example further explaining the 
differentiation can be found in US Patent No. 4,556,448. 

Finally both Groups I and II differ from III because III refers to a silicon wafer 
having a plane orientation of (1 10) neither of which are referred to in Groups I or 
II. An example further explaining the differentiation can be found in US Patent No. 
6,010,579. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
